In their con- 
versation they admitted the total failure 
of the rebellion and expressed themselves 
solicitous to see harmony and reunion 
again prevail.

They passed through apart of the 
country not visited before by the army and 
the-people were greatly excited and ter 
rified. The wealthy planters tried to hide 
their stock and supplies in vain. Mules 
and loads of bacon were diagged outof their 
hiding placet to replenish oar icuty com- 
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missary. The negroes hailed ua Q3 deliv- 
erers and tho number that followed ua to 
Montgomery is estimated at $5,000. One 
old man 78 years old, born in the North 
and a free man, had been kidnapped at 
the age of 10, and been held in slavery 63 
jrears. He was determined, this being his 
drat opportunity, to regain his freedom. 
On one of the plantations an overseer shot 
and killed one negro and wounded another 
Tor not hastening to work after looking at 
some of out soldiers passing. Tho over- 
seer's house was burned down after remov- 
ing his family. He succeeded in making 
bia escape. 


Tho refugee negroes are rapidly enlist- 


ing. 
The people of Montgomery are very 


sullen, not relishing their being subjuga- 
ted.
